He is enthusiastic that Catholics, 
Protestant and Orthodox now share a 
common Bible, and that Catholics, 
Anglicans and Lutherans also have a 
common Lectionary of Sunday readings. 


‘““WE’RE GOING to be very much 
alike in the great American ecumenical 
melting pot,’’ he says. ‘“‘But I hope we 
wind up sharing one another’s treasures, 
and not one another’s junk.’’ 


Whatever the future of ‘‘melting-pot’’ 
ecumenism, one thing is certain from 
talking to mainline (Anglican, Lutheran 
and Presbyterian) pastors: unlike many 


Roman Catholics, they are not about to 
abandon the musical heritage of past 
generations, a heritage that is also rich in 
theological content. 


And unlike many Roman Catholic 
parishes where folk Masses have sprung 
up within the past decade, using songs so 
contemporary that the ink is barely dry-on 
the sheet music, they are not about to let 
the guitar invade their sanctuaries on 
anything more than an experimental basis 
— if at all. 


MUSIC IN the Lutheran tradition, 
notes Pastor Lindquist, stems from the 
Reformation hymns of Luther and his 
immediate successors (16th and 17th 
centuries), enriched by the chorales of 
Johann Sebastian Bach (18th century). 
Even late 19th and early 20th century 
additions to the hymnal maintain its 
‘‘scriptural content, so rich and 
powerful,’’ he said.

Bernard Popp, rector 
of San Fernando Cathedral in San Antonio, 
Texas, an auxiliary bishop of the Archdiocese 
of San Antonio. 

REPRESSION — A coalition of Church, 
human rights and Filipino opposition groups is 
urging an end to U.S. use of military bases in 
the Philippines, which, the critics say, 
threatens the Philippines with nuclear war and 
contributes to repression by the government of 
Filipino President Ferdinand Marcos. 
Supporters of the effort include Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas J. Gumbleton of Detroit and 
Bishop Walter F. Sullivan of Richmond, Va.

WAR ZONE — Catholic priests, Religious 
and lay leaders met for two days in 
Nicaragua’s war zone to discuss the role of 
Christians. in defending. the Sandinista 
government, according to the Sandinista daily, 
Barricada. The June 7 report said the meeting 
took place in early June in Jalapa, 190 miles 
north of Managua, in the war zone where anti- 
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Sandinista guerrillas operate. 

NAMED — Pope John Paul II named a 
U.S. archbishop as a consultor to two key 
Vatican agencies. Archbishop Raymond 
Etteldorf was named a consultor to the 
Congregation for the Evangelization of 
Peoples and the Secretariat for promoting 
Christian Unity. The 71-year-old Iowa-born 
prelate has served for the last year as a nuncio- 
at-large for the papal secretariat of state. 

PRAYER PROPS. — Two proposed 
constitutional amendments to allow prayer in 
public schools passed the Senate Constitution 
subcommittee June 9. The committee 
approved President Reagan’s amendment to 


permit voluntary prayer in public schools: as - 
well as a weaker amendment to permit silent . 


prayer and meditation in classrooms and to let 
Bible study and prayer groups meet at school 
outside of classes. Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Strom Thurmond (R-S.C.) said the 
version Reagan wants has ‘‘no chance’’ before

FREED — Ten foreign lick workers, 
including U.S. Christian Brother Gregory 
Flynn, were freed seven weeks after being 
kidnapped by Ethiopian guerrillas, members 
of the Figre Peoples Liberation Front. Their 
release was delayed by four days when a trip 
by donkey from Ethiopia to Sudan was 
delayed by flooding in western Ethiopia.

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New Marian principal a ‘first’ for diocese

IMPERIAL BEACH — When he 
takes the helm of Marian High School 
today, Dan Ramos will be something 
unique in the diocesan school system: he’s 
the first high school principal to have been 
educated from grade-school through 
college in the schools of the diocese. 

Ramos, who had been assistant 
principal at University of San Diego High 
School until his appointment to Marian, 
was educated at St. Jude Academy, St. 
Augustine High School, and at the 
University of San Diego. 


OF FILIPINO extraction, Ramos was 
born in Honolulu, where his father was 
serving with the U.S. Navy. ‘‘My father 
sacrificed. He didn’t finish his high school 


education until after he got out of the 
Navy. But he knew the value of a Catholic 
education. We went to Catholic schools, 
even as little kids in Hawaii.”’ 


Catholic education continued after the 
Ramos family moved to San Diego; 
Ramos was nine at the time. A brother 
went to St. Patrick School, and all the 
children went to Catholic secondary 
schools — St. Augustine, Our Lady of 
Peace Academy, and Cathedral High 
School. Ramos and a brother are USD 
graduates. 


Ramos will bring to his new 
assignment at Marian both a family 
tradition of Catholic education, and 15 
years of experience in the diocesan school 
system, all of them at Uni Hi, where he 
has been assistant principal for the past

Seven-11 officials told 
him that the company makes too much 
money from the magazines to discontinue 
their sales, he said. 


“‘As I have traveled across the country 
I did not find a single 7-11 store selling 
any anti-semitic or anti-black magazines, 
yet 7-11 makes millions each month 
selling anti-Christian literature,’’

RAMOS AND his wife Jeanette have 
three children, and are parishioners at 
Mission San Diego de Alcala.

What is the peace of Christ? 


What is the peace of Christ that we wish one another at 
every liturgy? That question occurred to me recently. I 
think that many of us go through the motions of liturgy, 
sometimes, without thinking of the meaning. 

Many people really mean the peace they wish at Mass. 
They give you a firm handshake, a sincere greeting and a 
smile. Others are so busy shaking hands they don’t even 
stop to look at you. It’s as if they feel the peace of Christ is 
simply something required and so they do it — even 
reluctantly. 

If we better understood what it is we are wishing one 
another, then the rite could not help taking on more 
meaning. 

If the peace of Christ means anything, it must mean 
something immediate and pertinent in our lives. It must 
connect with our everyday reality. 


I’ve been wondering how the peace of Christ connects 
with the words at the end of the ‘‘Our Father’’: ‘‘Protect us 
from all anxiety.’’ I have heard priests add the words 
“‘unnecessary’’ or ‘‘needless’’ before the word ‘‘anxiety.”’ 

I don’t know why it seems to be becoming widespread 
for priests to editorialize at this junction of the liturgy, but 
the addition of the words ‘‘unnecessary’’ or ‘‘needless’’ 
does bring to mind a couple questions. 

If the Lord is to protect us from unnecessary anxiety, 
there must be — in someone’s view — necessary anxiety. 
My questions: Is any anxiety necessary? Is the peace of 
Christ supposed to obliterate our anxiety or does it help us 
deal with anxiety? 

I asked a couple priests about the meaning of the phrase 
the ‘‘peace of Christ.’’ They felt that the peace of Christ 
does not mean the absence of struggle but Christ’s entering 
into our struggle, and our entering into our struggles 
knowing that Christ is with us. 

I have come to realize that peace does not come from 
having no problems or from trying to escape them, but in 
confronting them with trust and hope. 

Peace requires a great deal of courage. It is easier to 
despair, to escape, to become destructive, even self- 
destructive. Many good people have little peace in their 
lives. Their lives are filled with anxiety. They lack a 
stillness at the center of their lives. This can happen to any 
of us. 

But it is my feeling that the peace of Christ is like a 
gyroscope that can keep or reestablish stability — that 


somehow allows continued forward motion in spite of the. 


turbulence outside. 


When we wish one another the peace of Christ at Mass, 
it is not an empty ritual. We are reaching out our hands to 
other people, each of whose lives is filled with turmoil and 
trouble. We are saying to them and they are saying to us: 
“‘Whatever joy or pain you are experiencing, I wish you 
the security and stability and strength to deal with it that 
comes from trust in God.”’ 

Peace is not passivity or lack of assertiveness. It is an 
active gesture to others. Similarly, the peace of Christ is not 
simply serenity. It is a positive energy that we have 
available to us by being receptive to it. 

It is easy to lose the peace of Christ. We are all 
constantly assailed by visible, tangible threats to that 
peace. 


But we who believe have constant access to that peace. 
The peace of Christ we offer and are offered during Mass 
should increase our awareness that there is available tous 
strength and peace that surpass understanding.

‘Seek strength in the Eucharist 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Eucharist provides ‘‘spiritual 
strength necessary to confront all the obstacles and trials’’ of life, 
Pope John Paul II said last Wednesday at his weekly general 
audience. 


Before more than 35,000 people in St. Peter’s Square, the 
pope spoke about the ‘‘unique meal’’ instituted as a sacrament 
by Christ. 


“The Eucharist is not a luxury offered to those who want to 
live more intimately united to Christ,’’ he said. ‘‘It is a demand 
of Christian life.’’ 


Describing the Communion meal as a reflection of the ‘‘power 
and richness’’ of the resurrected Christ, Pope John Paul said 
reception of the sacrament also gives the communicant 
“continuous gushes of energy for the development of all his or 
her resources and qualities, in a joyful ardor that stimulates 
generosity.’’ 


The pope briefly discussed the ecumenical dimension of the 
Eucharist. 


““The eucharistic celebration joins together all Christians, 
whatever their differences, in a unanimous offering and in a meal 
in which all participate. It gathers them all together in equal 
dignity as brothers of Christ and sons of the Father; it calls them 
to respect, to reciprocal esteem, to mutual service. Communion 
also gives each one the moral strength necessary to overcome 
reasons for division and opposition, to forgive wrongs, to make a 
new effort in the direction of reconciliation and fraternal 
understanding,’’ the pope said. 


Noting that June 10 marks the liturgical celebration of the feast 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, the pope asked Mary to assure that 
“‘the persons, families and groups become close to the divine 
heart, because this heart ‘made obedient unto death’ is the 
atonement for our sins.”’

Eucharistic sharing 


President Reagan reportedly received Communion at the 
Navy Chapel in Washington during the funeral Mass of a 
deceased Catholic presidential aide earlier this month. The 
President’s unexpected and unexplained reception of the 
Eucharist reminds us that Eucharistic doctrine and practice 
continue to separate the various Christian churches. 


While some Christian groups have recently allowed and 
encouraged intercommunion despite unresolved doctrinal 
differences, the Roman Catholic Church remains cautiously 
reluctant to share Communion with members of other churches. 
With the local bishop’s special permission, however, properly 
disposed Christians who are not Roman Catholics may receive 
Communion under certain circumstances. These include danger 
of death, imprisonment, persecution, and grave spiritual 
necessity coupled with no chance of recourse to a minister of 
one’s own community. In any case, it is presumed that the 
“‘properly disposed’’ Christian who requests Communion has a 
faith in the sacrament in conformity with that of the Catholic 
Church. 


Although our doctrine and practice do allow Christians who 
are not in full communion with the Catholic Church to receive 
the Eucharist under certain specific conditions, this cannot be 
understood as ‘‘intercommunion.’’ Only in the case of Eastern 


. Orthodox churches not in full communion with the Catholic 


Church is there the possibility of reciprocal Eucharistic sharing. 
Here the Eastern Orthodox are even more cautiously reluctant 
than Roman Catholics to allow or encourage indiscriminate 
communion. : 


All Christians must believe with St. Paul that ‘‘because there is 
one bread, we who are many are one body’”’ (1 Cor. 10:17). May 
our Eucharistic doctrine and practice come in time to reflect and 
celebrate our unity with Christ and with one another.

It is easy to take fidelity and understanding for granted 
and to allow one’s mind to grow obsessed with other, 
transient things, to take for reality what is material and 
physical and lose sight of the actual reality of the spiritual 
and less tangible. We are constantly having to remind 
ourselves and each other to take time off for showing love, 
for making our caring more apparent, for listening to one 
another and looking at life from a deeper, eternal 
perspective. In the same vein we are constantly having to 
be recalled to prayer, to communication with God. 


IT IS NOT that we forget Him, but that we do not take 
enough time to be with Him and so we come to feel His 
love less than we otherwise might, and see from His point 
of view less frequently and certainly less clearly. And 
since His love and His vision are what make life 
purposeful and of great value, it is a self-depriving 
attitude. We all know that we are able to ‘‘cope’’ with life 
less well when under stress, when pre-occupied and too 
busy. To regain equilibrium we need to rest and reflect 
and draw together all the frayed and flaying loose ends. 
Periodically we need to talk to someone, freely and 


without threat, about matters which disturb or oppress us 


or which merely interest us. 


We are relational beings and most, if not all, of our 
problems are relational. Life may present us with many 
difficulties — difficulties with health, physical or mental 
disabilities, financial lack or some form of unavoidable 
pressure. But difficulties become problems only when our 
relationships are affected. Minor setbacks can assume 
monumental proportions in unsatisfactory relationships,

Now that the bishops’ pastoral on peace is completed, 
let’s havea moratorium on the word ‘‘prophetic.’’ This 
word came into vogue after Vatican II, and its overuse 
naturally brought abuse; along with ‘‘witness’’ it has 
covered a multitude of partisan political opinions. 
“‘Prophetic’’ may be the single most ahused term in the 
Catholic vocabulary today, and often means nothing 
more than a statement guaranteed to aggravate public 
authority. Of course, the Old Testament prophets 
denounced the evils of their society and by extension, the 


_ Establishment (to bring back that old word). But that was 


not their main purpose; it was to call God’s people back to 
Him and not by some program or plan of action, except 
prayer and fasting. 


In one sense the very appearance of the pastoral can be 
seen as prophetic — amidst the various other demands of 
the world, here are some leaders claiming to a higher 
authority, and to be speaking for the good of God’s 
people. But for the text itself in all its phrases and 
arguments to be prophetic might be hard to defend. 


IS PROPHETIC the only authentic way to speak in 
religion and morality? Definitely not. If religious leaders

One cannot help but recall with alarm the words of 


~ Albert Einstein: ‘“The unleashed power of the atom has 


changed everything except our ways of thinking. Thus we 
are drifting toward a catastrophe beyond comparison. We 
shall require a substantially new manner of thinking if 
mankind is to survive.”’ 


As so many commentators have now clearly 
demonstrated, all of these — and so many more — 
considerations compel us to undertake an evaluation of 
war with an entirely new attitude. 


WE BEGIN this series of articles rooted in the belief 
that an entirely new attitude is essential and of absolute 
importance, we must not forget the central focus of all 
moral thinking, the centrality of Jesus Christ. 


Morality is fundamentally a matter of mirroring forth 
in our lives and in our world the person and the image of 
Jesus. 


In Christ, we have been grasped by God and 
transformed into ‘‘new creatures.’’ We are ‘‘in the Lord’? - 
and alive with His charity. The moral life thus demands 
of the Christian the unfolding and deepening of this 
empowered faith-alive-in-love in the vast variety of 

circumstances and situations which confront our lives. 


VETERAN JOURNALIST Arthur Jones refers to the 


Catholic.community’s involvement in this whole issue as 


speak the truth, as’ they have sought it out in hard 
thinking and argumentation, they may not be prophetic 
but they are certainly speaking within the Gospel 
tradition. If some people speak with candor and a few 
feathers get ruffled because the recipients are not used to 
such straight-forward talk, the action may not be 
prophetic but it is certainly authentic.. t 


If despite the seriousness of an issue, or its urgency, a 
few people demand euphemisms, sweet-sounding words 
which completely hide the unpleasant but necessary truth, 
they water down the truth. Those, on the contrary, who 
demand we speak plainly may not be prophetic but they 
do perform a needed work. In matters of import and 
concern, we must avoid the traps of trendy language. As 
you hear: some of the demands made upon Christian 
people by other Christians who claim to be speaking 
“‘prophetically,’’ it becomes quickly clear there is no 
prophecy there. Or if it is, it’s bad prophecy. 

That’s a point all too often forgotten. In the .Old 
Testament times, there were many prophets; they had the 
name, the title and were so acknowledged. But as one or 
the other of the authentic prophets attest, these were bad

© How does a responsible nation avoid the immorality 
of disproportionate defense as ‘well as the immoral 
desertion of the common. good to defenselessness? 


© How do we avoid violence and at the same time 
restrain evil? 


THERE ARE large numbers within the Catholic 
community who believe that any tolerance of nuclear 
weapons is an affirmation of the status quo and at odds 
with the Gospel. 


while major difficulties are minimized when our 
relationships are reinforcing and accepting. 


This is most true of our relationship with God.If we are 
to view life optimistically and see a positive working out of 
good in all the circumstances, however evil they may 
appear, however tragic or destructive, we need to build 
up and maintain a strong reciprocal relationship with God 
— one that may enable us to see something of His vision 
in what happens to us day by day. 


AND SO WE must regret anything that turns our 
minds from the comtemplation of Him that prayer brings, 
and begrudge what drains our time and attention. This 
does not mean refusing to enjoy material comforts and so 
on, nor resenting time spent working, but putting it into 
its right perspective. The light and airy office and newly 
tiled laundry floor have their rightful place, as has the 
convenience of the small book-lined den, and they may be 
enjoyed without guilt when God has been given His 
rightful place and the thanksgiving and praise due Him 
for these new blessings. 


It is, as always, a question of priorities. God comes 
first, our relationship cannot be allowed to suffer, but we 
can praise Him equally well in space and light as in 
confinement and dimness — just as long as we do not 
forget to praise Him! And so I shall be able to make 
amends in the days to come and make up for the praying I 
have neglected these past two weeks — just as soon as I 
have finished apologizing for my inexcuseable neglect!

prophets. They prophesized what was acceptable, what . 


was easy (trendy?). Is it possible that in the many voices 
claiming to be prophetic in our times, we may encounter 
a few of these? 


“LET INDIVIDUAL bishops (and. Christians) be 
prophetic: how and where they may. All that should be 
asked of bishops individually and collectively is to give a 
responsible account for the tasks that are entrusted to 
them. Naturally the one thing that nobody views as 
prophetic is the hard task of doing ordinary chores, of 
performing the routine tasks, of being available to 
respond not to the great challenges but the common 
events of daily living. Can that be prophetic? For what 
that says is: avoid limelight, shun publicity, and never be 
afraid of simply, honestly and plainly doing what is 
expected. 


When John the Baptist was questioned by people who 
came out to-hear him, who asked him what they had to do 
to find salvation, his answer was plain (and prophetic). 
Do no more than what is expected. That may be the 
hardest task of all. 


Equally large numbers believe this stance to be 
politically naive and an abandonment of our national and 
international responsibilities. 


Cardinal Joseph Bernardin enunciated the first moral 
principle concerning arms discussion: ‘“The primary 
moral imperative is to prevent any use of nuclear weapons 
under any conditions’’ (in Origins 25 (1982), para; 25). 


IN OTHER words, any discussion on the morality of 
weaponry simply must presume that any use of 
indiscriminate nuclear weapons is absolute evil. 


However, as affirmed in’ Gaudium et Spes and in 
subsequent papal teachings, nations still retain the limited 
but real right. of defense. 


It is precisely this point which we will discuss in these 
articles: i.e., the destructive capacity of specific weapons 
and the more. general conflict to which even nuclear 
weapons may lead, challenge the underlying premise of 
our just war tradition, that the limited use of force can be 
a legitimate extension of politics. 


THE RECOGNITION of this challenge is found in 
Pope John XXIII’s Pacem in Terns: ‘“Therefore, in this 
age of ours, which prides itself on its atomic power, it is 
irrational to think that war is a proper way to obtain 
justice for violated rights’’ (n. 127).

to love your enemies, to forgive and to be 
reconciled. That is urgent in Poland.”’ 


SOMETHING ELSE central to the 
Christian faith is to support people in 
their suffering, the Polish priest said, and 
the pope wants his fellow Poles to know 
that he is with them through all of this, 
that their agony is his. 


Lech Walesa, the founder of the now- 
illegal Solidarity labor union, makes a 
similar observation, that the pope is 
coming chiefly as a spiritual leader, but he 
adds that religion and politics are tightly 
woven in Poland today. 


“The visit,’? he told an_ Italian 
magazine before thetrip, “while having a 
religious character, will be a big political 
fact, because the renewal of a person’s 
morale does not leave the political 
situation unchanged.”’ 


MANY PEOPLE familiar with 
Poland’s history say that religion, for the 
Pole, has always been linked with 
resistance to repression, with not giving 
in, with refusing to accept a harsh 
situation. as normal. 


Whatever the pope’s purpose for the 
trip, the Polish Communist government 
has its own: to put a different face on 
Poland, as it is viewed by the Western 
world. 


Poland’s political leaders have 
admitted that they want to use the pope 
and his visit to show Western 
governments that Polish life is calm and 
normal. 


IN THE past, when governments have 
tried to use the pope for their political 
purposes, it has often backfired. The pope 
in the Philippines criticized human rights 
problems when President Ferdinand 
Marcos was trying to show that the 
situation had improved with his ending of 
martial law. In Nicaragua, the pope 
engaged in a shouting match with 
supporters of the government after he 
refused to say anything which could be 
interpreted as sWBDOT for their political 
cause. ; 


Numerous preparatory meetings 
between Church and Polish officials were 
held to set the groundrules for the trip. 
Much speculation centered on whether 
Church officials had privately assured 
Polish leaders that the pope would not 
depart from his prepared texts and would 
say nothing inflammatory about the 
government. 

When. asked about the likelihood of 
this, another Polish priest, who is a 
Vatican official, had a one-word 
response: ‘‘Absurd.”’ 


_ WHEN THE poset visited his 
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homeland in June 1979, shortly after his 
election to the papacy, he spoke publicly 
of civil liberties and of the right of workers 
to organize. 


A high Vatican official who traveled to 
Poland with the pope on that first visit 
said: ‘“That time, he gave the people a 
sense of their identity and their 
importance, he gave them a confidence 
that they could solve their problems. 


*“Now,’’ he added, ‘‘he wants them to 
know that the work is not finished.’’ 


THE POPE sent a letter to Polish 
officials earlier this year asking for the 
release of political prisoners detained 
since the onset of martial law in 
December 1981. But the government 
refused the request, saying it would free 


‘ people likely to commit more criminal 


acts, 


Rather than encourage Poles to be 
confrontational with the government, 
though, the pope’s pitch has been 
expected to be for dialogue. This has been 
the approach of Poland’s primate, 
Cardinal Jozef Glemp. The cardinal has 
openly criticized government repression 
but coupled this with pleas to both sides 
for forgiveness and reconciliation rather 
than revolt and confrontation. 


Most Church sources believe this 
strategy was mutually agreed upon long 
ago, the fruit of regular meetings at the 
Vatican over the last two years between 
the cardinal and the pope. 


ALTHOUGH THE Vatican hopes 
that the trip will be a morale booster for 
the people, other views were divided as 
the pope prepared to leave. 


Jasga Wronski, an Italian of Polish 
extraction and a member of the European 
Parliament, suggested that the visit ‘‘is 
bound to raise some false hopes and lead 
to frustrations,’’ and that one of the 
effects could be a ‘‘decline in the pope’s 
prestige in the people’s eyes.”’ 

But a Polish woman who recently left 


her homeland to live in Rome Pasi. a 


different idea. 
“ONLY THOSE who are naive,”’ she 


said, ‘‘are expecting an immediate 
political gain. The intelligent Pole is 


not.’’ 


Instead, the gain will come in a change 
of atmosphere among the Polish people, 
said the woman, who has maintained 
contact with her relatives in Poland. 


“The situation is glum there now. 
People are dispirited and they’re scared. 
They’re even embarrassed that they’re 
scared. All that happened with martial 
law. Two years ago we were proud,

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Solidarity. Then the government took the 
fight right out of us, and we became like 
small children again.”’ 


WHAT IS needed, in her view, is ‘‘the 
vitamin shot’’ which the papal visit will 
provide. 


‘*People in my country need a hero 
desperately,’’ she said. Walesa is not 
enough, not with Solidarity banned. And 
the other leaders are in prison, so they are 
not visible. But the. pope is visible and ‘he 
is everyone’s hero.”’ 


The political gain will not be quick and 
measurable, in her view, and will not 
result in a quick desire by Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski, Polish prime minister and 
head of the Communist Party, to 
negotiate with Solidarity. 


“HE COULDN’T do that if he 


2 wanted to, because of the Soviets. He lost 


the chance to be his*own man. When 
martial law came in, Jaruzelski could 
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have said to the Russians: ‘Okay, I gave 
you that one, but now I’m going to tell 
you what I think is best for my people.’ 
He didn’t do that, and now it’s too late,”’ 
she said. 

But believing in the very possibility of 
improvement is half the victory, said the 
Polish woman.

hymnity. Our great, abiding contribution 
is our hymnity. The faith of the 
Reformation will go on in our hymnity 
even if and when there is reunion with 
Rome,”’ he said. 


Music for Lutheran worship tends to be 
traditional, with choir and organ 
dominant. Those few parishes which do 
use folk-guitar music usually have it at 
one Sunday service only, and that one 
service ‘‘tends to become almost a parish 
of their owng’’ said Pastor Lindquist. 


“SIN SO far as music at worship 
becomes entertainment, it is the enemy of 
worship. The elements of joy and 
celebration should be there, but always 
with a sense of awe. Once the element of 
awe is lost, we are dealing with a God of 
our own making, and not the God of the 
Bible.”’ 


“T think a lot of the (contemporary) 
whooppee is very forced and affected,’’ 
said Pastor Lindquist. ‘‘Everything is 
‘celebrated.’ It’s grotesque. They always 
try to pull off a whooppee Eucharist at a 
Lutheran synod. It’s very forced, but 
everyone is telling themselves it was 
‘joyous.’ ”’ 

“Even the most secularized people are 
hungry for the spiritual,’’ he said. ‘‘Any 
visiting Buddhist monk packs them in. 
He’s talking about mystery, the 
transcendental, while we’re going around 
with balloons and sparklers and trying to 
turn the liturgy into a New Year’s Eve 
party.”? 

MUSIC IN the liturgy must convey 
the real and the faith itself, said Pastor 
Lindquist. -‘‘The world is tragic and we 
ought to reflect that. And the world 
around us is looking for the eternal. So if 
we come along with a lot of flippant 
frivolity, I don’t think it communicates.”’ 


“The presence of the crucified and 
risen Lord in the Eucharist should 
determine what we sing,’’ he noted. ‘‘So 
what on earth do we think we’re doing 
when we throw it out? What do we think 
we’ve gained?”’ : 

Properly used, organ, 
handbells, can have their place in the 
liturgy, said Pastor Lindquist. ‘‘I can’t 


generalize about Roman Catholic — 


worship. But I’ve seen the awful and the 
marvelous in all of the churches.”’ 


SACRED MUSIC in the Anglican 
tradition combines texts from the Church 
Fathers, the immediate post- 
Reformation, the polyphonic ‘“‘great 
services’? of composers like Byrd and 
Tallis, and powerful Victorian hymns; 
choir and organ to this day are pre- 
eminent, and even the Latin Gregorian 
chant has its place in Anglo-Catholic 
(‘‘high Church’’) worship. 


‘We look for music with integrity and 
which is consonant with the rite,’’ said 
Father James Carroll, pastor of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church at 5th and Nutmeg, an 
imposing gothic church one block west of 
Balboa Park. St. Paul’s commitment to 
traditional, quality music is evidenced by 
a paid, full-time music director, Edgar 
Billups, and three separate choirs made 
up of parishioners; its Aeloean-Skinner 
pipe organ has 60 ranks of pipes with 60 
pipes each. 


“The sacred is serious,’’ said Father 
Carroll, ‘‘and anything less than serious 
has no part in the liturgy.’’ He looks 
askance at ‘‘balloons, dancing and 
clowns’’ within the context of sacred 
worship. 


““WE HAVEN’T had a guitar here in 
eight years,’’ said Billups. ‘‘I was in 
Detroit for a number of years, and I 
remember when (about 1968-70) 
Archbishop (John) Dearden decreed folk 
Masses in every parish. Many of my

(Catholic) colleagues in full-time positions 
left, because there was no musical 
challenge left.”’ 


“We try to preserve the heritage of the 
English cathedral and the larger college 
chapel,’’ said Father Carroll. ‘‘We feel 
that someone must preserve this.’’ The 
large, resonant interior of a Gothic 
building, he added, is especially suitable 
for Gregorian chant. Modern church 
architecture, with its emphasis on the 
utilitarian and the multi-functional, he 
added, has led to the demise of Gregorian 
chant, which just doesn’t sound good in 
an acoustically dead or flat space. 


“Tt seems ludicrous to do a folk Mass 
here,’’ said Billups. ‘‘We tried it and 
finally cancelled it. At St. Paul’s if we do 
it at all we do it out in the Park or on the 
church patio. It has a great deal more 
relevance around the campfire.”’ 


“WE TRY for music that has a 
transcendent quality,’’ 
“Folk -and guitar don’t have enough 


‘depth to gustan them(selves)...they dilute 


worship.”’ 


““What we try to do here is a synthesis 
of a parish Mass and a cathedral service,”’ 
he continued. 
“‘contemporary’’ rite just adopted by the 
Episcopal Church still retains a ‘‘fairly 
traditional mode,’’ he said. 


While not excluding the folk Mass in 
theory, Father Carroll thinks it has ‘‘run 
its course’’ and is used, when at all in 
Episcopal parishes, as a last resort if 
“they can’t afford a good church 
musician or decent organist. So they’ve 
got to go with what they’ve got.”’ 


THE MUSIC in the ‘‘great Anglican 


tradition’? is a ‘“‘feel, a spirit,’’ said 
Father Carroll. ‘‘We really don’t rule 
anything out, but the sacred, the 
beautiful, the holy is certainly central to 


said Billups.

our thinking.”’ 


At First Presbyterian Church on Date 
Street in downtown San Diego, worship is 
centered on traditional hymns and 
anthems sung by the choir, said Rev. 
Paul Pulliam, the pastor. The 60-voice 
choir is augmented by four paid soloists; 
both the director. of music and_ the 
organist are salaried, and the church’s 
100-rank pipe organ, destroyed by an 
arsonist’s fire three years ago, has just 
been rededicated. 


Music is ‘‘traditional’’ for the most 
part at First Presbyterian, said Rev. 
Pulliam, though an effort is made to 
accommodate the “‘stresses and strains of 
a generation of youth’ not comfortable 
with the ‘traditional.’ They want 
everything to be “new.” ”’ 


“IT’S BEEN a struggle to maintain 
even an awareness of traditional hymns,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘Everybody over 40° will find 


them familiar; everybody under 20 will 
find them strange. And then: there’ s the’ 
' group in the middle.’ 


Abandoning the ‘‘traditional’’ would 
be “‘very sad,”’ said Rev. Pulliam. The 
worship of God calls for a ‘‘certain 
language...we’re coming before an 
awesome God, and hymns, in addition to 
expressing joy and fellowship, must above 
all else capture this moment of awe.”’ 


There is a tension, said Rev. Pulliam, 
between the emphasis on God’s 
transcendence found in traditional music 


(what he termed a ‘‘vertical’’ element) 


and the contemporary, and its emphasis 
on -the Bersonal experience (a 
“thorizontal’’ thrust): Sacred music must 
capture elements of both, he said. 


THE USE of a guitar or hand-clapping 
in Presbyterian worship might happen in

a “rare instance,’’ said Rev. Pulliam, 
“but it would be noted as an exception.”’ 
There are limits, he cautioned, to which 
one can go in trying to meet differing 
cultural expectations all at the same time. 


“In the ideal, .Christian faith 
transcends culture, but practically 
speaking, we are creatures of culture. 
What do we do if a person can’t relate? 
Do we go to all extremes, and include 
something by Bach and hand-clapping at 
the same time? You can’t satisfy 
everybody, and to water things down is 
not the solution.’’ 


“There are certain traditions. we do 
preserve — dignity, awe, reverence. 
There comes a poor at which we say, 
‘This is who We AYE: ” and we make no 
apologies for it.’ 


A DECADE ago, notes Rev. Pulliam, 
a number of local Presbyterian churches 
were experimenting with folk music, but 


t has survived in only a few 


congregations. ‘‘Protesant worship _ is 
pretty much what it has always been, and 
I think basically mainline people tend to 
want the dignified and the traditional.” 


The great hymns, concluded Rev. 
Pulliam, convey the great dogmas of the 
faith. ‘‘I am always moved by an idea 
which captivates me rather than by lyrics 
with nothing to say. Kumbaya is 
contemporary, but what, really, does it 
say? To me, the great theological ideas 
that open up our minds and our eyes are 
very powerful. You can always tell the 
difference between doggerel, and poetry 
of substance.”’

U.S. gov't denies visa to Bernadette Devlin 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Irish 
Catholic civil rights activist Bernadette | 
Devlin McAliskey has been denied 


’ permission to travel to the United States 


to raise money for a member of the 
political wing of the Irish National 
Liberation Army. 


A U.S. State Department spokesman 
said last week Mrs. McAliskey’s visa was 
denied because her fund-raising activities 
would benefit the INLA. Her intentions 
were considered ‘‘contrary to the U.S. 
interest in seeing a peaceful settlement of 
the problem in Northern Ireland,’’ the 
spokesman said. 


“GIVEN HER. past associations, 
there is a strong perception that some of 
the money raised here in one. way or 
another goes to support terrorists in 
Northern Ireland.’’ 


The INLA is associated with the Irish 
Republican Socialist Party, which Mrs. 
McAliskey helped found. The INLA has 
claimed responsibility for numerous 
murders and bombings in Britain and the 
Republic of Ireland. 


Officials said Mrs. McAliskey had 
planned her trip to raise money for 
Eamonn (Nicky) Kelly, convicted of train 
robbery. Kelly, jailed in the Republic of 


Ireland, has exhausted his appeals and is 
staging a hunger strike to pressure 
authorities to release him, U-S. officials 
said. 


THE OFFICIALS said Mrs. 
McAliskey’s visa denial was no reflection 
on the merits of the Kelly case, ‘‘but we 
have been generally concerned about her 
fund-raising every time she comes over.”’ 


In March, the State Department 
denied a visa to the Rev. Ian Paisley, the 
militant Protestant. clergyman. who 
represents a Northern Irish constituency 
in the British Parliament.

Our Lady of the Rosary 
marks two anniversaries

SAN DIEGO — One wouldn’t 
ordinarily expect a major parish 
celebration less than a decade following its 
golden jubilee (1925-1975), but the 10:30 
a.m. Mass at Our Lady of the Rosary 
Church last Sunday began day-long 
festivities. 


The reason was two. important 
anniversaries: the pastor, Father Paul M. 
Marconi, CRSP, marked the 25th 
anniversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood. And the Barnabite Fathers 
(Clerics Regular of St. Paul), into whose 
care Our Lady of the Rosary Church is 
entrusted, are observing the 450th 
anniversary year of their founding. 


FATHER MARCONI was the 
principal concelebrant of the special Mass 
June 12, and he was joined by a number 
of priests from neighboring parishes and 
one special guest, Very Rev. Giuseppe 
Bassotti, CRSP, the Italian father general 
of the order who is currently visiting 
Barnabite houses and parishes in this 
country and Canada. 


Our Lady of the Rosary parish, on the 
northern edge of downtown San Diego 
going west towards the bay, is still the 
heart of the old Italian immigrant 
community centered around State and 
India Streets. The church functions as an 
Italian national parish, and many 
parishioners still come back to the parish 
of their youth for Sunday Mass or for 
baptisms and weddings even though they 
have moved to other parts of San Diego 
County. 


From the beginning, Our Lady of the 
Rosary’s pastors were diocesan priests 
either Italian-born or of Italian-American 
heritage, but in 1969 Bishop Francis J. 
Furey entrusted the parish to the Italian 
Barnabite Fathers. Father Peter M. 
Bonardi was the first Barnabite pastor, 
and Father Marconi, who had _ been 
teaching at Marian High School, 
succeeded him in 1971, and has been 
there ever since. 


UNDER FATHER Marconi’s 
leadership, the parish has expanded to 
meet the needs not only of its Italian 
members, but also an increasing number 


In the past two yea 


of Hispanics who are moving into the 
downtown area. GCD classes are even 
available in Spanish, and what started as 
an Italian cultural center for the parish is 
now the Italian Community Center, used 
by a number of organizations during the 
week. OLR’s Sunday noon Mass is in 
Italian. 


Father Marconi is assisted by another 
priest from Italy, Father Vincent 
Posillico, who remembers one of the 
pastor’s first major undertakings: 
reaching the thousands of Italian- 
Americans in the diocese by sending 
thousands of letters to every Italian- 
sounding name in the telephone 
directory. 


The Barnabites were founded by St. 
Anthony Zaccaria (d. 1539) and received 
the approval of Pope Clement VII 
(1523-1534) in February of 1533. The 
order has given the Church three saints, 
many Blesseds and Venerables, seven 
cardinals, 69 bishops, and many priests, 
including scholars and scientists, notes 
Father Luciano Visconti, CRSP, now in 
residence at OLR. 


THE BARNABITE spiritual life is 
‘‘centered around the two great loves St. 
Anthony Zaccaria cultivated so much, 
namely Jesus crucified and the Holy 
Eucharist,’’ said Father Visconti, who 
was last at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church, El Centro. 


A special moment at Sunday’s Mass 
came towards the end, when baskets of 
bread were blessed in honor of St. 
Anthony. and then distributed to the 
parishioners; the bread was a gift of 
Salunto Baking Company; the family are 
long-time OLR parishioners. 


A reception for the parish followed, and 
more than 300 parishioners got together 
that eyening for a dinner, including a 
roast of Father Marconi. Father Marconi 
more than a week before suspected that 
something out of the ordinary was afoot, 
said Father Posillico. 


‘*HE’S BEEN asking all week, ‘May I 
know what you’re doing?’ ”’ he said of his 
pastor. ‘‘We’re gcing to éry to roast him. 
But it will be kind of hard....”’

WHEN PLANS for ‘‘Journey 
Together’’ are finalized, pastors will be 
encouraged to select one couple with a 
“‘sound’’ marriage. The couple will be 
trained in the fall to start ‘‘a like-to-like 
ministry...a shared experience approach’’ 
n “‘Journey Together.’’ 


‘‘We’d like to emphasize this is not 
therapy,’ Father Polizzi said. The 
training will ‘‘bring out the qualities that 
are in the couple and will help them 
become facilitators.’’ The leaders will be 
expected to share ‘‘the good and the bad’”’ 
to establish credibility. ‘“Couples can’t be 
buffalloed or fooled,’’ Father. Polizzi 
added. 


After the initial sharing done by the 


leaders, the young couples will attend 
four to six week sessions on a topic they 
agree they need to focus upon. 
Relational, social, liturgical and financial 
‘‘modules’’ will be presented by 
professionals. . 


BECAUSE ‘‘Journey Together’’ is 
still in the pilot stage, many of the 
specifics have not been settled on, Father 
Polizzi said. However, ‘‘the whole 
concept is not only to help their own 
relationships, but to encourage (couples) 
to get to know other young couples in the 
parishes,’’ he said. 


Often, young couples live in isolation. 
They sometimes cling to “‘his friends or 
her friends’? and have few ‘‘couple 
friends.’’ The organizers hope ‘‘Journey 
Together’ 
share the same values and will want to 
socialize together.

The program is parish-based so 
participants will be encouraged to become 
involved in their home parishes. ‘‘This is 
where the Church is...the Church really 
exists on the local level where the people 
worship and celebrate,’’ Father Polizzi 
said. : 

SOME: YOUNG couples don’t have a 
feeling of belonging in a parish either out 
of some. sense of alienation or because 
they lived in separate parishes during the 
engagement. ‘‘For some of them we will 
be planting the idea that Church is a 
community of believers and that defines 
what a parish is,’’ the priest explained. 


Another -program that is part of the 
Department of Family Life is KID, 
Kouples Infertility Dialogue. The therapy 
group is for couples who have been 
unable to have children. “‘It is not a 
group to help them have children, by any 


means, but it will help them deal with 
their infertility,’’ Nancy Brown, director 
of CCS’ Responsible Parenthood, said. 

Meetings are held in several locations 
across the county. When a group of 
couples willing to meet together is found, 
that group stays intact to avoid having 
members drift in and out of the group; 
Mrs. Brown said. “

teaches the sympto-thermal method of 
Natural Family Planning, which she calls 
an “‘extremely effective’ system.
